BRAZIL'S DILEMMA. | 


An Anti-Foreigner Party Threaten- 
ing the Established Government, —

RIO. DE JANEIRO (Brazil,) Jan. 25.—

SEALING REGULATIONS, 


Canadian Authorities Are Resist~- 
. dmg the Pressure for Revision, 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) March 3.—From an 


before Parliament, it is evident that 
the Canadian authorities are resisting 
the pressure from the United States 
government for a revision of the Bering 
Sea regulations on the ground that the 
obvious intention of the proposal is to 
destroy the Canadian industry of 
pelagic sealing. 

The whole matter is set forth in a re- 
port from Hon. Mr. Costigan, Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, which shows 
some statistics that, in spite of harass- 
ing regulations, the sealing industry is 
not decreasing in importance.

A TOBACCO WAR. 


Trust Prices Cut by One of the 


Leading Antis. 

(RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIEBE.) 
CHICAGO, March 3.—A local paper 
says that an opening gun, expected to 
precipitate war in the tobacco trade, 
has been fired by one of the leading 
anti-trust concerns.

The St. James Gazette says that the 
language of Congress is ‘“‘more provoca- 
tive than the Barcelona jisturpance,” 
adding: “Spain is now face to face with 
the declared hostility of the represen- 
tatives of the American people, and 
an immediate reply will be given by 
the proud Spanish race that will be 
creditable to their spirit and deserve 
the sympathy of Europe.

prised. We do not see where, cutside

IF THEY GO TO WAR. 

LONDON, March 3—The St. James 
Gazette remarks: 

“If Spain and the United States go 
to war it does not follow that the Amer- 
icans will have such a mere walkover 
as they anticipate. The fall in the 
price of American stocks tells its own 
tale. American commerce would be a 
fine bait for Spanish privatecrs, and 
the capture of Cuba would hardly com- 
pensate for such damage.

HOW TO SETTLE. 
Samuel Smith, Esq., Disposes of the 
Armenian Question. . 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
LONDON, March 3. — (By Atlantic 
Cable.) In the House of Commons to- 
day Samuel Smith, Liberal member for 
Flintshire, and president of the Purity 
Society, affered a resolution of sympa- 
thy with the Armenians. In doing so 
Mr. Smith said that he trusted that 
Great Britain would continue her ef- 
forts in behaif of the Armenians. Mr. 
Smith also denounced Turkey, claim- 
ing that the Turks were pirates, in a 
hopeless state of barbarism, and sug- 
gested that Russia be given a portion 
of the Mediterranean, and thus ter- 
minate the rivalry between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia in this connection. He 
also suggested that Russia be asked to 
occupy Armenia and that France and 
and Russia should be approached with 
the object of arranging a division of 
Turkey, claiming that such a policy 
would unite the Saxon'race in Europe 
and America. 3 

Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett defended 
the Turks and Sir Edward Grey also 
‘spoke on the resolutions. Others fol- 
lowed, after which George N. Curzon, 
Under-Secretary for the Foreign Office, 
replied. He said the government was 
willing to accept the resolutions, but 
that the House must not suppose that 
the government could ameliorate the 


of arms. The question, he said 
was not the concern of one power, but 
of all, and each must be the best judge 
of its owh policy. Hence: the concert 


had been suggested that Russia should 
occupy Armenia, but he said he could 
inform the House that the Armenians 
did not want to be transferred to Rus- 
sia, and that the latter was averse to 
assuming the control. The mover -of 
this resolution, he pointed out, had not 
stated which port it was proposed to 
seize and present to Russia. The gov- 
ernment was doing its best, he said, 
to ameliorate the condition of Armenia, 
and would not abate its efforts. Mr.

“The place for which this-license is 
asked is a small building on the prop- 
erty of W. C. Fricke, at the northwest 
corner of Third street and Wolfskill 
avenue, and was constructed by Mr. 
Fricke for a saloon at the time one 
Hoffman applied for a license for the 
same place, some months ago, which ap- 
plication he three times repeated, and 
which was three times denied, as was 
also the application of one Johannsen, 
made in October last. At the time the 
above ‘applications were made, there 
were protests filed by a number of the 
residents and property-owners of the 
neighborhood, and I attach hereto a 
letter to the Board of Commissioners 
from J. W. Bartels, who owns a home 
in the block next east of the one in 
which the saloon building is located, 
asking that the protests heretofore sub- 
mitted to the board be considered as di- 
rected against this application also. 

“J. EB. Beck, who was one of the prin- 

cipals in the former protests, and whose 
‘home is nearly directly opposite the sa- 
loon site, now signs the applicant’s pe- 
‘tition for license. 
“None of. the numerous cross streets 
‘on the. south side Third street; be- 
tween San Pedro street and Wolfskill 
avenue are cut through on the north 
.side of Third street, so that the block 
on the north side of Third street is as 
long as several blocks on the south side 
of Third, and has a frontage of 842 feet. 
Of this amount about 200 feet is signed 
for the applicant, and 142 feet of this is 
at the eastern end of the block, and 
extends to a point opposite the first 
cross street on the other side of Third 
street. The block opposite the saloon 
building has a frontage of 151.3 feet, be- 
tween Wolfskill and Crocker avenues, 
and of this frontage 108.8 feet, or nearly 
three-fourths, is signed for the appli- 
Mr. Eicholz, who owns the prop- 
erty at the northeast corner of Third 
and Wolfskill avenue, also signs the 
applicant’s petition, so that three of the 
four corners are signed for on the ap- 
plication. The. fourth corner is a va- 
cant lot....The-entrance.to the.-sal 
‘room is at the corner of Third -and 
Wolfskill avenue and is as much on one 
street as on the other, but I am in- 
formed that if the commissioners desire, 
the corner entrance will be closed and 
a doorway made in the Third-street end 
of the building. The applicant has been 
a bartender in saloons of this city for 
a number of years, and I do not recall 
any complaint against him. He is said 
to be a mah who will keep an orderly 
saloon.”

the "Daylight 
_ Burglar,” in Progress. 

The trial of James Marshall, the 
well-dressed and smooth-looking thief 
who has sO many burglaries on his 
conscience, was in progress yesterday 


in Department One. Messrs. Davis and 


Rush, attorneys for the defense, made 
an effort to obtain a continuance, on 
the ground that one of the principal 
witnesses for the defense was absent.. 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams rose and ex- 


tinguished this effort to gain time, by 


freely admitting that this witness, a 
man named Allen, would, if he were 
Marshall had 
made an appointment with him, and, 


in the effort to keep it, had stumbled 


into Mrs. Rowan’s rooms by mistake. 

There being practically no defénse to 
put up, Marshall’s attorneys are mak- 
ing a fight to have the crime declared 
grand larceny instead of burglary, and 


‘are endeavoring to show that Mar- 


shall did not enter the house with in- 
tent to steal, but yielded to temptation 
when he saw the jewelry. 

In, the presentation of the prosecution 
in the morning and early afternoon 
practically the same story was told as 
has been already fully published, both 
at the time.of the burglary of Mr. 
Rowan’s house and the sensational ar- 
rest of Marshall, and at the preliminary 
examination. 

Mrs. Rowan testified to seeing Mar- 
shall in her room, rifling the bureau, 
and to his flight down stairs and to 
-A number of other 
witnesses testified to the well-known 
incidents of the chase and capture, but 
the story was most thrilling wh2n told 
by Marshall himself. 

He was put upon the stand late in 


‘the afternon, and proceeded to do all 


he could in the direction of his own 
conviction. He said that’ Allen was an 


‘Old acquaintance, and that he had 


gone tto No. 628 Hope street to meet 
him. Finding the house to which he 
had been directed, he went up the 


stairs and into the room, unconscious 


that it belonged to any other than 
the man he sought. He waited there 
a good while, and occupied the time 
with a general investigation of the 
contents: of the room. Seeing the two 
gold watches and the chain lying on: 
the bureau, he had quietly annexed 
them, and was just stowing them away 
in his pockets when Mrs. Rowan en- 
tered and gave the alarm. 
Marshall ran.down stairs and across 
the street, swinging upon a Traction 
car as it passed him. With some re- 
luctance, under the pressure of cross- 
examination, he admitted that he rode 
only six or seven blocks, when he Jeft 
the car and took to his heels, crossing 
over several fences, across a few back- 
yards and.down an alley, before he 
accepted the pressing invitation of Con- 
ductor Hayhearst et al., to give them 
.the pleasure of his company to the Po- 
lice Station. 
Dist.-Atty. Donnell was conducting 
the examination in person, and Mar- 
shall seemed hurt when, he asked about 
the letter he had endeavored to chew 
up, after his arrest, indignantly deny- 
ing that he had ever attempted to as- 
tonish his stomach with such indigesti- 
Under severe pressure, Marshall re- 
luctantly owned to havrng served a 
three-years term in the penitentiary in 
Colorado, on the charge of burzlary, 
for which he was arrested under the 
name of George Hurley. His exarmina- 
tion had not been finished when the 
court adjourned to resume the trial 


“ABOUT TWO CONVEYANCES. | 


-An Interesting Family Row Now on 
Trial. 


Department Two was the scene yes- 
terday of a trial which evidently has 
grown out of much stirred-up feeling 
over an alleged double conveyance of 
property. W. H, Laws, the plaintiff, 
alleges that he is the absolute owner 
of blocks 13 and 15 in block H of the 
Morris Vineyard subdivision; that he 
has paid all the taxes and expenses of 
the place, and has every right to its 
possession. 

About ten years ago Mr. Laws was 
dealing in groceries and: gen¢ral iner- 
chandise in this city, and his uncle, 
Charles N. Hasson, advised him to con- 
vey this place to him, in order that no 
mortgages or other incumbrances might. 
be placed upon it in the vicissitudes of 
business affairs. Mr. Hasson was only 
twelve years older than his nephew, 
and was his trusted confidant and 
business adviser, Mr. Laws placing 
great trust in his uncle’s ability and 
integrity, and having for him a warm 
personal friendship. 

Mr. Laws decided that he could best 
secure the interests of his family by 
following) Mr. Hasson’s advice, and 
the, deed was made, conveying to Mr. 
Hasson the property in question, for no 
consideration whatever, although $2500 


“ts named in the deed as the ostensible 


consideration. The conveyance was 
made only upon theexpress understand- 
ing that it was to be simply held in 
trust for Mr. Laws, and reconveyed to 
him at any time he wished. 

In 1888 the deed of reconveyance was 
executed by Mr. Hasson, the nominal 
consideration being $1500. He did not 


deliver it to Mr. Laws, but attached 


to it a memorandum directing that it 
should be delivered to his nephew in 
the event of his death. .He died on 
July 18, 1895, leaving his widow, Mrs. 
Marion E. Hasson, sole~ executrix. 
When Mr. Laws demanded the deed 
to the property in question she dis- 
claimed all knowledge of it and asserted 
that*a valuable consideration had been 
paid for the land instead of the nom- 
inal transaction claimed by Mr. Laws. 

The present suit is brought to declare 
the property held in trust for Mr. 
‘Laws, to recover possession of the land 
and to recover the deed of conveyance, 
The case will be concluded today,

TOO MANY MORTGAGES. 


Suit on Security Decided by Judge 


Clark. 


Judge Clark yesterday handed down 
an opinon giving judgment in favor 
of the plairftiff in the case of Cox vs. 
Blackman et al. Blackman. made a 
promissory note to Cox, on December 
28, 1889, payable one year after, and se- 
cured it by a mortgage on real prop- 
erty. In December, 1894, there re- 
mained about $900 due upon this note 
of $2000, and, the note and mortgage 
being about to become barred by limi- 
tation, Cox released and cancelled it, 
taking a new note and mortgage for 
$969.20, the balance still due. This note 
was executed on December 17, 1894, and, 
it was alleged, was made upon the ex- 
press declaration that the property 
was clear of incumberance.

Alleged Journalists Discuss an 
Impending Crisis. 


The Hurle€a im Various Kinds of 
Throes-Futile Efforts to Boom 
Cireulation—That Impotent 
$1000 Bluff Discugsed. 


The regular daily meeting of the 
board. of directors of the Hurled was 
held yesterday in the Bradbury Block, 
The gathering waa far from being & 
cheetful one. Anair of settled gloom 
apparently pervaded the meeting, and a 
few elephantine, jokes that were at- 
tempted by one of the officials fell with 
a sickening thud, like clods on a coffin, 
Director Dolittle was in the chair, 

Two ex-directors, who strolled in at 
this.moment,. were reminded by the 
chairman that they were no longer on 
the board. They’ excused themselves 
with the remark that there had been so 
many sudden. changes of late that it 
was difficult for the directors to know 
just where they were at, or who is atrit, 
~The chairman then called upon the 
business manager to make his feport. 
He stated that things were look- 
ing very blue; that Jersey money 
had been nearly all spent, and 
they were running behind stead. 
ily. A big | note. was coming due 
soon, and.he could not for the life of 
him see how they were going to meet it. 
The Antelope Valley free-lot scheme 
had fallen flat, amd he did not think 
that the new plan of giving away a 
small advertisement to every subscriber 
would do them Much good. Forty per 
cent. of the advertisements now in the 
paper were dead, but, of course, they 
could not afford to take them out, Some 
of the other advertisers were beginning 
to catch onto this fact, and refused to 
pay, They had followed close on the 
trail of The Times whenever they saw 
a chance to get in their work on people 
who had @ grievance, but it did not 
seem to amount to anything, At River- 
side they had given away thousands of 
taken about seventy- 
five subscriberé for a single month, im- 
mediately after the appearance of the 
coarse and brutal article in The Times 
on the freeze, but only three of those 
subscribers had reriewed at the end of 
the month, and those had arranged to 
pay for the paper after next year’s or- 
ange crop was marketed, with the un- 
derstanding that if there should be an- 
other frost they would not be called 
upon to pay at all.

POOR MRS. ‘CODY. 


HER AFFLICTED HUSBAND DID NOT 
_ GIVE UP SEARCHING. 


He Lives at His Father’s Pasadena 
Home Dangerously Ull—The Sad 
Story of a Demented Woman’s 

. Tragic Death. 


‘The Associated Press dispatch from 


‘Tacoma, published in the morning pa- 


pers, concerning the finding of the body 


“gf Mrs. Grace Goodrich Cody, who dis- 


appeared from that city a month ago, 
and for whom such anxious search has 
been made, says that her husband had 
abandoned the search and returned. to 
Chicago, and speaks as though her 
father and a family friend by the name 


of Upright had conducted the search | 


with the utmost assiduity, and says 
nothing of the husband’s efforts. 

- A. B. Cody, the husband of the un- 
fortunate woman, lies dangerously ill 
at the residence ‘of - his father, Judge 
Cody, on Palmetto drive, in this city, 
having left Tacoma: on Saturday for 
this place, arriving here this morning 
at 11 o’clock. It was entirely through 
his efforts and personal presence that 
the most thorough seareh that has ever 
been conducted in such a case was 
made, during the last month, in Ta- 
coma. 

After having the city redistricted for 
the search within the last fortnight, and 
searched thoroughly for the second 
time, supposedly in every nook and cor- 
ner, Mr. Cody engaged a trusty man to 
go on foot with his father-in-law and 
examine systematically all the brush 
and undergrowth in the outskirts of the 
city.

ASSESSING NATIONAL. BANKS. 
Assessor. Berkey of Sacramento has 
taken a stand with regard to the as- 
sessment of. national banks which 
many people think ought to have been 
taken long ago. He has decided that a 
national bank, belonging to private in- 
dividuals and rap exclusively for pri- 
vate profit, is not a government agency 
in a sense that should properly enable 
it to escape local taxation. According 
to*the Examiner, his action in‘ arbi- 
trarily assessing the D. O. Mills Na- 
tional Bank has led to some remarka- 
ble disclosures. It seems that Califor- 
nia is the only State in the Union in 
which such institutions have been al- 
lowed to exempt themselves from taxa- 
tion by hiding behind their Federal 
franchises, and that here they have 
not only evaded the payment of their 
own taxes, but have lent themselves to 
similar evasions on the part of others. 
Dist.-Atty. Ryan of Sacramento county 
calls attention to the “practice which 
men have indulged in of rushing to the 
national banks with their ready money 
just before the Assessor calls for sworn 
statements of possession, and deposit- 
ing it there until his work is finished. 
While the money is in the bank its 
owner could not be assessed, and be- 
ing a national bank the money could 

not be assessed at all.”” He says: 
“This has been a very cominon prac- 
tice, and one which has robbed the 
treasury of many thousands of dol- 
lars, and has had the effect of increas- 
ing the burden of taxation on the 
smaller property-owners. The national 
banks have been veritable fences in 
this regard. They have also been in 
the habit of taking care of money for 
savings and commercial banks during 
assessment time, in: order that they 
might turn in a statement showing but 
a small amount of assessable money on 


It is probable that the example of the 
Sacramento Assessor will be followed 
by the assessors of some other coun-, 
ties. Only a few days ago The Times 
referred to the action of many of the 
San Francisco banks in rushing their 

cash out of the State in order to avoid 
assessment. Such things as these do

Dr. A. T. Perkins, a resident of that 
city, has patented a process for keep- 
ing meats, fruits and perishable prod- 
ucts during transportation by the use 
of sterilized air. A contract has been 
concluded between him and an Aus- 
tralian meat transportation company 
for the use_of the process in Australia. 
A corporation is also to be formed 
with headquarters in Chicago to control 
the process over the railroad lines of 
this country and steamship lines run- 
ning from the ports of North and South 
America. The representative of the 
Australian company is of the opinion 
that the new process will enable Aus- 
tralia to ship its meat to Europe in- 
stead of boiling it down to make tallow, 
and will eventually force the’ American 
_producers of Gressed meat out of the 
European market.

AUSTRALIAN WINE... California 
wine-growers should be prepared: to 
increasing competition from vari-, 
ous parts of the world every year. For 
several years past Australian wine has 
been making rapid headway in Eng- 
land. The matter was taken seriously 
in hand by the government of South 
Australia in 1894, and in that year over 
10,000,000 vines were planted. In that 
year; also, the colonial government es- 
tablished’ a bonded depot in London 
to which the wines could be consigned, 
and where they could be matured be- 
fore being placed on the market with 
what is practically a government guar- 
antee. Seventeen hundred hogsheads 
were imported in the year just closed,

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
LONG DISTANCE ELECTRIC 


POWER. The steady increase in the 
number of schemes that come to .the 
front for the utilization of electric 
power in California has been fre- 
quently referred to in this column. We 
appear to be entering on an era of 
electric power drawn from water, and 
there ts every probability, that valuable 
water supplies will from now on pos- 
sess a constantly increasing value. On 
the subject of the possibilities of gah 
distance electric power transmission, 
writer in Cassell’s Magazine for Fob. 
ruary has the following remarks: 
“The fedsibility of power transmis- 
sion by means of electricity over 
distances of limited extent had been 
clearly demonstrated in the long years 
of experience with the direct current, 
but transmission by means of the* di- 
rect current speedily reached a limit 
beyond which, for economical reasons, 
it. became inadvisable to go. Yet it 
was transmitted over’ very long dis- 
tances. How best. to effect this be- 
came the urgent question of* the hour. 
“The direct current was, perforce, 
discarded, and the alternating current 
called into requisition. Attainment of 
an economical solution was by no 
means easy. Difficulty after difficulty 
arose, requiring countless experiments 
‘to elucidate; and alteration after al- 
teration in machinery was made, in- 
volving the expenditure of vast sums. 
By successive and painful stages a solu- 
tion was finally reached, and today the 
long-distance transmission of power by 
electricity is an established economic 
fact of a potentiality which seems lim- 
ited’ in its comprehensiveness only. by 
ne exhaustion of the available natural 
es’ of the earth. 
‘Indeed, everything points to @ cor- 
ner in water powers, speculative enter- 
prise keeping steady step with honest 
industrial initiative, gnd generally a 
little in advance. WaterfalH and Cata- 
ract have suddenly assumed. a greater 
interest to their owners than that im- 
parted by their merely scenic features. 
Hitherto utilized water powers have 
become, in sanguine imagination, pos-

SCHOOL FIRE, 


WITHOUT INS URY. 


A Terrible Disaster idciun by the 


Perfect Discipline of the Pupils) _ 


‘and the Oourage of the Teachers. 
But Little Damage. 


The incalculable value of discipline 
was shown yesterday when the San 
Pedro-street school caught fire. Though 
clouds of smoke filled all the halls, the, 
children marched bravely out in: per- 
fect order, and in seventy seconds 
were safe and sound in the yard. - 

About 10 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when all the children were hard at work 
in thé schoolrooms, Miss Fidela A. An- 
derson, the principal, opened the door 
of her classroom to stép into the hall 
which leads to her private office. She 
was. horrified to see smoke oozing 
through the cracks in the floor, 2 

- Instantly she rushed to the fire gong 
in the main hall and sounded the 
alarm. The children, accustomed to 
frequent drilling, had no thought but 
that it was merely a practice alarm. 
With the quietness and precisign of 
long training they-rose from their seats 
and passed quickly out into the halls 
and down the stairs. There they saw 
the smoke and realized that it was a 
real fire -this time. But they did not 
lose their heads. There was no panic, 
no mad rush in which the weak and 
helpless wére trodden down, but with 
the perfect discipline of soldiers the 
pupils hurried out gf the building. 

When the children were all out, they 
stood there in the rain, with eyes still 
smarting from the smoke, and waited 
till the. principal gave the order to 
break ranks. 

As soon as the children were safe, 
Miss Anderson telephoned an alarm. to 
Superintendent of Schools Foshay, who 
in turn notified the fire department. 
The gines were soon on the scene, 
and in a few seconds after their arrival 
all danger was over. 

On investigation it was found that the 
trouble was caused by the new heaters. 
When the building was enlarged from 
four to eight rooms, a heating apparatus 
was put in. In the other new schools 
the heaters have given perfect: satis- 
faction, but in this Sah Pedro-street 


4 building insufficient space was left be- 


tween the heaters and the flooring, 
with the effect that the wood becomes 
so hot that one cannot bear his hand 
on it. The: heating system had been 
used only a few times, and yesterday it 
set the wood in a blaze. The trouble 
can be easily remedied: Building Su- 
perintendent Strange says. he thinks 
the best remedy will be to place sheets 
of. asbestos’ between the -heaters and 
the woodwork, which will entirely ob- 
viate the present difficulty. 

As soon as Miss Anderson’s telephone 
message reached him, Superintendent 
Foshay took a gurney and hastened to 
the scene of the fire. When he arrived 
all danger was over, and Mr. Foshay’s 

relief that the children were all safe 


| and the fine new building only slightly 


injured. was inexpressible. 

One day, about six years ago 
broke out in the attic of the 
street’ school. The chil 


a fire 
Spring- 
dren had never 


| been trained for such an emergency. 


The teachers feared that if they tried 
to empty the building there would be 
a panic and fearful loss of life. So the 
janitors, the principal and one or two 
teachers fought the fire together, and 
by heroic efforts quenched it before it 


had penetrated to the lower floors or 


even alarmed the children. It was 
never known by the pupils of the school 
or their parents how close they were to 
a terrible danger. 

This experience pointed out the great 
necessity of systematic fire drills. 
There was putting together of heads 
and before long every principal in the 
city was {nformed of the adoption of 


a rule that there should be: 
‘quent fire drills. 


Ever since that time the children 
have been.kept prepared for an emer- 
gency... Two or three times a month 
there comes the tap of a gong, the chil- 
dren drop everything and file-quickly | 
out. Yesterday was fully demonstrated | 
the wisdom of adoption ofthis reg- 
ulation. 

. Every one agrees that it would be 
hard to find words of praise strong 
enough to commend the courage and 
coolness of Miss Anderson and her effi- 
cient @ubordinates. If but one teacher 
had betrayed to her little charges the 
trepidation and anxiety which all 


necessarily felt, a--panic--would -prob-. 


ably jhave resulted. Miss Anderson’s 
assistants in yesterday's difficult task 
were: Mrs. Eveline Winslow, Misses 
Grace Anderson, Cora Getchell, Bessie 
‘Lamb, Vesta Lindley, Cora Roberts, 


Harriet Harlen and Carry. Neukom.

‘Water Overseer Shafer awoke 
day morning to find one of his zanjas 
full to overflowing of Los Angeles crude 
oil, During Monday night two of the 
large oil tanks on Buena Vista street 
in the rear of the Southern Pacific 
roundhouse collapsed and their con- 
tents were. distributed about in rather 
a scandalous way.

that it has not yet worn out its welcome 
by any means, and the unmistakable 
prospect of its con tion is not the 
least enjoyable feature of its visit. The 
popularity of the local station of the 
United States Weather Bureau is at 
present directly proportionate to the 
glory of the storm. Visitors, telephone 
messages and telegrams are pouring in 
very fast. Engineers and irrigation 
companies of Arizona and California 
are glad to learn that the heavy snows 
are still falling in the mountains. 


the gentleness at the beginning of the 
rain enabled the greater part of the 
Subsequent downfall to sink into the 
ground, The preceding storm was not 
so good. 

Last evening the storm had moved 
south and wascentralin Southern Cal- 
ifornia, where very low pressure pre- 
vails. During the past forty-eight 
hours the temperature has been falling 
steadily, and late last night was re- 
markably ‘low. Los Angeles reports 44 
deg, San Diego 48, San Luis Obispo 42, 
Fresno 42 and San Francisco 40. The 
unusual cold which accompanies the 
rain is one of the features. A telegram 
predicting snow during the night was 
received last evening, probably the first 
message of its kind ever sent to Los 


| Angeles. Rough weather was booked 


for the coast last night. 

Thundér was heard in the San Gabriel 
Valley yesterday morning at 10 o’clock, 
when rain began falling in this city. 
The precipitation in inches at 5 p.m. 
last evening for the past twenty-four 
‘hours at Los Angeles was .84, at San 
Diego 1.30, at San Luis Obispo .70, at 
Fresno © 24, and at San Francisco .45. 
“Portland has no ram as yet. The snow 
is still piling up in the mountains. 

Yesterday at’an early hour the Te- 
hachepi and San Bernardino mountains 
had received a covering of four. feet of 
snow. Echo Mountain has six inches 
and Mt. Lowe Springs’ two feet, with 
“the prospects of more. The rainfall at 
Pasadena up to noon yesterday was 


2.04 inches. All points in San Gabriel 
Valley report a greater precipitation 
than Los Angeles, which shows 1.57 


for the season up to 5 p.m. yesterday. 

At about 11:30 p.m. a flurry of hail 
came down right merrily and for a few 
minutes the streets were whitened 
with the frozen rain drops. At the 
hour of closing this report’the indica- 
tions are of such a nature that a flurry 
of snow in the city would not be at rie 
surprising.
